Parish Poll The Parish Poll on Thursday 6 October 1988 demonstrated a clear 
disapproval of the land price achieved by the Parish Council, by a vote of 65% 
against and 35° for. The turnout was exceptionally good. /346 people voted Ds”

In our October issue we invited contributions on the meaning of emembrance 
Day s With pride, and without comment, we publish poems by Daphne Canning 
and Bill Drake, and articles by Bernard Bowerman, John Cresswell and Ted 
Johnson. 


RUNTON OF LGROS : Commemorating the 45th anniversary of the Dodecanese 
Ted Johnson 


On the evening of 16 November 1943, the 1st Bn The Kings Own andthe 2nd Bn 
Royal Irish Fusiliers ceased to take any further active part in the 1939-45 
War. Both Bns had been part of the Brigade Group which, without any air 
suynort, had given such a good account of themselves inthe doomed and futile 
effort launched by GHQ Middle Fast into the Dodecanese island in Sept 1943. 
Bill Minnear and I were, resvectively, members of those two Battalions. 


After two months concentrated divebombing and general softening up, the 
expected German assault on L#ROS caine at dawn on 12 Nov. For five days and 
four nights bitter infantry fighting took place. Heavy casualties were 
inflicted on our opponents. Our forces too, even before the assault, were 
dealt some severe blows, The Royal Navy lost a number of ships, and Ath Buffs, 
another Bn in the Group, lost 135 personnel when their transport, HiMS ECLIPS2 , 
was sunk by a mine. For want of sleep and communications, the end ceme 
during the evening of 16 ov, when it was sensibly decided that nothing could 
be. gained by further loss of life. The island was surrendered, 3000 British 
troups were put in the bag, and Bill Minnear and I found ourselves guests of 
the Third Reich for 18 months. We were the lucky ones 


Many good men on both sides were killed in that operation, and all to no 
useful purpose. Our onponents - the Brandenburg iiegiment ~ a Pallschirmjager 
Regt and the 16th Infantry Regt all fought honourably and as professionals. 

I have now just returned from a reunion of available survivors on ILROS, 

which took the best part of 18 months to organise. There were $7 veterans 
and relatives in the British and Irish contingent and 60 veterans and wives 

in the German party. 


The main event, a Nemembrance Service in the British War Graves Cemetery on 
Sunday, 11 Sent, was a treinendous success. It was conducted by Canon 
Geoffrey Young, who had been a Padre during the campaign and was known to 
many of us in srison later. The usual Last Post ~ Silence - Reveille 
sequence was followed by the laying of official and private wreaths on the 
War Memorial, including one from us to the memory of the German Tallen and 
one from the German party to our dead friends. A Lament was played on the 
Pipes during this sequence. We had brought with us a Bugler from the Kings 
Own Border Regiment and a Piper who had served in the 2oyal Irish Fusiliers. 
Both men were in Full Dress 


Our next high point was a British/Irish/German social evening. Any reser- 
vations were broken down at the outset by an amusing speech of welcome in 
passable German by an ex Irish Fusilier, followed by a reply in very good 
English from the Commander of the German Parachute 3n. Our Piper then struck 
up and the sight of a one time senior German officer attempting an Irish 
dance was enough to get everybody circulating and an evening of reminiscing 
well under way. Over the 14 deys many old friends revived their memories 
and many new friends were made, To paraphrase something that one of my 
German contacts wrote to me since we returned - what a pity that instead of 
knocking seven bells out of each other in 1943 we did not sit down there and 
then and arzue the whole thing out over a beer } 

We ended our stay on the island by having a short service of prayers in the | 
Cemetery, where we silently said au revoir to those who would not be returning 
home. The hymn “Abide with me‘ sung unaccompanied had seldom been sung 
pefore with such feeling. 

: at the going down of the sun and in the morning, we will remember them. 


LEST W2 FORG ST Part 2 
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SGYPT 1940-45 a J Cresswell 


Forty-eight years ago on this Remembrance Sunday I was on a troopship bound 
for the Middle Mast; 4000 of us crammed like sardines into the stygian gloon 
of the lower decks with our hammocks slung literally side by side above the 
mess tables.. I had joined the iidclesex Yeomanry as a jerritorial early in 
1959, was called up as soon as war was declared and this was my first 
overseas posting 


Before leaving we had paraded on a frosty morning in our newly issued tropical 

<it ~ a collection of left--overs from the Boer War, including an enoruous 

pith helmet of the Dr Livingstone variety, boots and puttees and those 

incredible 'shorts/long' with great turn--uns which came down to one's calf 

when let down and below the knee wien buttoned up. I was aged nineteen, 2 

callow youth, and can still recall ny emotions as I marched un the gangway of 

the 55 Orontes, rifle on one shoulder, kit bag on the other, in full service > 


marching order: a mixture of abject fear of the unlknown (mostly!) relieved by 


a slight sense of elation at the belief that we were sailing eastwards, like 
latter-day crusaders, to fight the infidel! 


The voyage took six weeks, sailing via the Cape of Good Hone (how apt! j to 
avoid the more dangerous waters of the Mediterranean Soon after we arrived 
in Sgypt the small Desert ‘Army, under Wavell (arguably the most underrated of 
our Generals) routed the Italian Army in Cyrenaica and took Benghazi. But 
all too soon General Rommel, the 'Jesert Pox' arrived with German troops and 
sunerior equipment. Wavell went to India and eightcen months of desert war-- 
fare ended with Auchinleck, the C-in-U0, taking personal comand in the field, 
and withdrawing the 8th Army to the defensive lines at t1 Alamein. 

huchinleck was replaced by Alexander and 'Monty', with better tanks, weapons 
end air cover, and with his »ersonal style of leadership, plamned and 
executed the Battle of 1 Alamein in October 1942. The vest is history. 


My elder brother, George, married 2nd with a baby daughter, had arrived two 
months earlicr and his regiment, then still equipned with outdated tanks was 
yusned to the front to help stem Romiel's advance upon Cairo. Just two weeks 
later he was killed in action. ‘ie was last seen heloing a comrade whose tanix 
had been blown wp. I myself spent nearly five years in the same theatre and 
i find it ironic that I was snared. 


Before I left igypt I was able to re-visit 31 Alamein wrere the Wor Graves 
Comaission had already begun their task of setting out the war cemetery. T 
found imy brother's grave, marked with a simple cross, among the many thousands 
of others, stretching far into the desert. 


This iemembrance Sunday, as on others, I will be thinking of my brother end 

of all those who sacrificed their lives. Younger veonle cannot be expected 
to have the same feelines for events now so far distant in tine; but I hope 
they will spare a moment to reflect that those sacrifices were made to preserve 
the freedom whiich can so easily be taken for sranted today. 


ARMISPICH’ 1945. Bernard Bowerman 


I remember the Armistice Day quite well. How everyone was so relieved and 
thankful that the terrible destruction and loss of life was 2b an end after 
six long years. I myself thoucht of whet we owed our armed forces and allies, 
to the men who had to make the difficult and grave cecisions and the men who 
would not be coming home, and their families, also the few who made heavy 
sacrifices to beat the Gernan Luftwaffe when we stood alone like David 
against Goliath. It was not the first time we had been to war with a large 
handicap. Tt took a little time to adjust to peace tine, to see lighted 
windows 2nd street lamps, to hear weather forecasts and see road signs 
replace. That's what I remember of Armistice Day.
